OFBURLEYTOBECON- 
SIDEREDNEXTWEEK 

(JroHers FYom Forty Counties Will 
Meet Wednesday lu Lexington To 
Aet>M Citttng Crep. 

Material reduction ot the Burley to- 
bacco crop will be considered at a 
mass meeting ot growers of forty 
counties at Lexington Wednesday. 

The project to substitute com, wheat 
and other foodstuffs was Hunched at 
a meeting of growers in Carrollton 
July 24 when 600 perosns, represent- 
ing seven counties, voted to call a 
meeting in Lexington to which every 
county in the Burley district would be 
Invited. 

•The action hi due to rudui ed prices 
tdt tobacco last season and uncertain 
prospects this year. 

The call for the meeting, which was 
mailed to several thousand tkrmera 
and to the press, reads: 

'At a meeting of the tobacco grow- 
ers held In Carrollton, Ky., Saturday, 
July 24, 1980, the meeting was Urgely 
attended, more than 500 growers pres- 
ent and seven counties being well rep- 
resented. At this meting it was decided 
to call a mass meeting at l.,exington 
Ky., for Wednesday, August 4, 1920 
of all the counties in the Burley dis- 
trict for the purpose of fully discuss 
Ing the tobacco situation and the ad 
vlaabiUty ot curtailing iu production 
and planting a large acreage of corn 
wheat and other foodstuffs. 

"We urgently request that all the 
counties In the district send a delega- 
tion to this meeting, as this is not a 
one-num's proposition and nothing can 
be accomplished only through co-oper- 
ation of all growers ot tobacco. 

"It you are interested In such 1 
meeting and for the betterment ot your 
county, meet us in Lexington August 
4. C. M. DBAN, Chairman."
